A-Massachusetts man in tendering lo the governor of that 


state his resignation as a'member of an important slate com- 
mission writes at considerable lenglh.in criticism of the law 
which 'compels •theimejnibers of the commission lo give their 
whole time to their oflHJiiil/duties.

His reasons for believing that-such a.provision-will in some 


instances'prevenl.-the securing of the best men for the posi- 
tions are thai appointees must'be dra-wiv from .two classes, one 
composed^f men possessing acquired or inherited wealth and 
therefore'being in a position which renders them indiflerent to 
the question of salary, and a class of men whose earning ca- 
pacity-is less than the salary of the office. The writer feels that 
in a democracy there would be objection to commissions com- 
•posed entirely of the first class, while in many cases men drawn 
from the second class, would be so anxious to retain their 
positions that their official acts might be warped some times 
by this desire. 


Possibly this may be a-'good point, but the probability is that 


the danger which this man sees in requiring members of a 
commision whose salaries are equal lo those of superior court 
judges is not so great as he imagines, 
it is his idea thai the 


best men for such positions are those having personal inter- 
ests which render them independent of the salary considera- 
tion, as much would be apt to be most fearless and impartial 
in the discharge of their duties. 


But there is room for argument in favor of requiring men 


in certain official positions to give the whole of their time to 
their public duties, instead of 'dividing their attention between 
public and private interests. 
In-such cases the salaries must 


be adequate, and the officials should be selected because of 
their qualifications and not because of their ability to live 
without the salary. 
Triie independence does not rest on a 


money basis. 
The upright and independent man will stand 


by his colors, regardless of money considerations or (he reten- 
tion.of office, and it is men of Ibis stamp that should be se- 
lected for important appointive offices. 
And ordinarily (here 


will be found enough well qualified men who in such positions 
will be able and willing to give theinlime to the public without 
the distraction of side issues of any kind.
